Goveruxixeat vs. The People- 

The pxesenb A'dtninistration lias ar- 
rogated to itself the distinctive appel- 
lation of "Tiie People's GoTernmeut." 

- It^woulitl be no straining of facts to 
assefli tliat at no period of its bistory 
Jbas Britisli Columbia bad its aflairs 

administered bj, a set of men possess- 
ing less claim to the designation. Iu 
f xuth, it has established a much clear- 
er claim to be regarded as a Govern- 
ment AGAINST the People. Amongst 
its ^ery first acts was an attempt to 
create en Fxecutivo Ring- mimcrieally 
strong enough to defy the Pooijlo and 
override the Constitution, and wc are 
not quite sure that the idea has been 
abandono.1 yet. But it isiathor in tlie 
individual acts of Jlinisturs and the 
sj^irit in which laws themselves liberal 
liavo beeii iutcr2)rcted and administer- 
ed that wo lind the true index to the 
genius of tlio present administration. 
In their professions and promises they 
are both plausible and profuse; but 
with these their actions are singularly 
a varieuco. We find one jNlinister 
early distinguishing hiniBclf as a "land 
jumper" — using his official knowledge 
and power for the purpose of taking 
a valuable homestead from two indus- 
trious and deserving settlers in order 
that he might enjoy it himself. Sub- 

.• sequeutly the same Minister is found 
to be secretly -engaged in other and 
scarcely less objectionable land trans- 
actions in which his official position 
gives him immense advantage. One 
would haA'e thought that a stipend of 
13,750, drawn from the public treas- 
ury for appending his name to an oc- 
casional document or attending an 
occasional meeting of the Executive, 
together with tbe retention of a lucra- 
tive private practice might have suffi- 
ced to satisfy tbe greed even of the 
Pro^nnfial Secretary. At any rate it 
QUght to have placed him bayond the 
necessity for so grossly misusing his 
official position for puri>oses of self- 
aggrandisement, at tbe sacrifice of the 

■ " rights "and interests of the people an.l , 
it may well be added, in violation ol 
th'j moral law. Then loolc at the Chief 
Commissioner. "What a picture of un- 
sellish statesmanshii) is [)resonted here ! 
Thanks to the Legislature, the laud 

- system is a tolerably liberal one; but 
see how it is being administered in the 
interest of a King of speculators. In 
the Eli Harrison case, he stands forth 
contending that the law was made for 
the convenience and protection of him- 
self, as against the people, and con- 
tending fo^^opower so arbitrary and 
oatragectes '-that the learned judge 
could scarcely find words in which to 
characterize iho autlacity of the pre- 
tension. !More recently wo find hiui 
issuing a charter for a ferry at (^ucs- 
neliDOuth containing jjrovisions so 
monstrous, so at variance with the 
rights of the people and the princi- 
ples of law and common sense, - as to 
extort from the Chief Justice remarks 
nuytliiiig but coniplimeutary to the 
administration. It aijpeiirs that this 

. , charter, v.'hich would seem to bo a 

' •' strange jumble of incoherent non- 
sense, gives, or professes to give, to an 
individual such a monopoly of naviL'-a- 
/gable water at Quesnehiioulii for twelve 
/miles up and down the river "as that 
,' any fanner (to quote from the ar^^u- 
j ment in the case) swimming his ani- 
mals across the river and back again 
I for the sate of ten days' food, would 
be liable to pay plaintiirjl 50 per head.' 
To give the reader an iileaof the nature; 
of the advantages and public rights 
thus attempt(Hl to be con^•(■yc■d away 
by this extraordinary dotuiment, we 
quote the words of the Chief Justice on 

the point; - - — 

"1 suppose that the Frasor at Ques- 

• nel'moutb is, except Victoria and Na- 
naimo, as constantly navigated as any 
Avuters ia the Province; and nut even 
an express grant from the Crown 
could in the face of that Act of Parlia- 
ment enable a ferryman to close the 
navigation of so frequented a i)iece of 
water, any more tliau the fcrryiuan at 
th3 foot of Johnson «U-cet,Yictoriii, could 
Claim to pieveiit pooplo landing as mucli 
as they pleased on ditForent sides of Vic- 
toria luu-bor." — — 

_ „ ';-J t inav. pfi-liiips, liolp tlio reader to reii- 
lize tlieciioi-iuily of tho outra^'o to htiito 
that tho prueoe<iings iiicidiuituliy idluded 
to wore iu.stitutedliy tho pcr.sou liuhlin;^ 
the so-called clinrt(^r against thu ovv-nors 
b£ the stoamer Victoria for "disturbing" 
his alleged ferry rights by navigating tlio 
waters over -which hoclainuHl a nioiiopolv, 
in the ordiimry way of hu-iine,is.

He is working at a Persiau translation 09 
the New Testament, and in his composi- 
tion of a Bible history ho is helped by a 
very leavnwl Sotfy and a tolerably learned 
Moolah, both of whom abhor Maliomo 
danism. Ho has purcliasoil the nu.-.sion 
house at Julfa, and. waits for tho Ghuch 
Missionary Society to do its duty to Per- 
sia ic this new. area. 

Quite Anotheh Tiiino.— The Herald ac- 
cuses this journal of aasweiing fits three 
column article with "u uolumn of violent 
abuse."

At the establish men I of Jjoggio & Go., 
(Now Westminster) a large (quantity lias 
been canned and Messrs. Ewen, Wise ond 
Kay, have put up a great number of bar- 
rels. 

I think for so small a coinnur.iity as wo 
have here a g(j0(l deiil has biicu doiio this 
year with regard to our Eisuorios. As re- 
gards a company being formed in San 
EranciBco, (if it be an American dompany) 
I think our Govornniont should pntanUo 
on their lisliiiig in oiir waters so long as 
we aro excluded from the beuelits of tho 
WaHhingtou Treaty. 

With every desiro to see our industrii>s 
developed , I ilo not think Americans should 
bo allowed to fish in our waters until thoy 
put us on a jiar with the rest'of tho Dom- 
inion and admit our fish a:id fish oils free. 

Boforo you quote figures you should 
tako care to bo accurate, otherwise you 
only mislead. You say -'the highest cost 
of curing Salniou is 8c. por lb. ond that 
it fetches 17o." What do ypii mean by 
curing? Patting Salmon in barrels with 
salt ia one mode of curing, and that doos 
not cost 8c. jierlb. If you mean canning, 
tho cost is more than So. and tho price 
quoted by you (17c.) i8_ not readily ob- 
tainable for largo quantities. If you mean 
that 17o, or S2 Od por doz, l,|b tins can bo 
obtained in San Francisco you aro proba- 
bly right; but how aboutthe duty, freight 
do'wn and charges in San Francisco. I'lio 
price netted back would probably be 12; ^o. 
per lb. or SI fjO per doz., and as each can 
costs more than 8o., where is tho 100 por 
cent, bragged about in your columns?

The Murder of Miss Ham- 
mill 

The fuels develop id in the WilliamH- 
burg murder case appeared to be ns 
follows: Miss Hammill, whose charred 
remains were found with a cord around 
her neck, was ii most intimato friend 
of Mrs. Merrigun, who ifc i.s believed 
iiuirdcrcd her for tho sake of her mon- 
ey and jewelry. Miss Hainniill and 
Mrs. Merrigou were schoolmates in 
Uisulino Convent at Momaiflnn, New- 
York, and were insepai-able comiiaii- 
ions. Their iutimacv continued after 
they left the convent, and Miss Ham- 
mill was a constant vi.sitor at the house 
of Mr.4. Merrigoii, and on these ecca- 
sioiiH always took some vnhiablo tokon 
as a gift to her friend. On last Tues- 
day ufternoon Miss Hnramill appeared 
at tlic door of iNIorrigoii's liouae and 
asked adniilti'.ncc. She was dre.s.sed 
in a black silk, wore a iiandsomo pair 
of diamond earrings, with a brooch 
and a massive cliatoliiino gold chain. 

She was adniittod and jDiissed up 
stairs to Mrs. IMerrigoii's apartments, 
and from that liour the unfortunate 
yoiin;^' liicly was never seen until her 
clmrred und inutihited remains wore 
found amid the wrci k of tho half burn- 
ed-house. Jume.s Hiuiiinill, ouo of the 
brothers of the murdered woman, 
said that his sister wasiu alHuent circum 
stauces, wtia tho owner of a largo num- 
ber of houses on East Tenth street, 
New, i'ork ami alwiiys had a largo 
niiiofnt of money iu her j^oSrii.'HHion. 

Hor iucoine from these houses is 
stated to be about $2,000 a month. 
Her rents were genendly collected on 
the first of tlu; montli. Last Tnoaday 
was the second of the month, and it is 
not at all unlikely that Miss Hammill 
had a largo Huinof money in lior purso 
when iissailed by violent liuud.s. The 
gold watch, chain and jewelry of Miss 
Hammill are still missing. Lato last 
evening ]\Irs. j\Ierriguii made a full 
confession. Tiio police refused to give 
the re]3ortfirs any information in re- 
gard to it, but it wns ascertained that 
she said that she murdcrod Mia-s Hnni- 
raill onJTueaday night by strangling 
her witfi a clothes line. This she did in 
tho nbsoiico of her luisbnnd, and, fear- 
ing that ho would return in time to 
find tho dead body, she stowed it away 
botwcon tiio bodtick and tho slats. 
When Merrigon returned home that 
night she ordered hw tQ' wwaift out 



of the room, ^and 'bii 'Jliursday niglit, 
for tho purpose of destroying llu! evi- 
dence of her guilt, shi! sot lire to tho 
place. Mi.sa Hammill, after ooinplo- 
ting her education, toolc the veil, and was 
known as Sister Augusta. At tlu! e.Kpira- 
tion of her four years she was in sonio 
way released from her vows. t)n Mon- 
day slio had received a letter from a Sis- 
ter Augusta belonging to the order in 
Pittsburgh, containing 11 souvenir, and in- 
viting her to go out tlioro on a visit. 
When she left the house on Tuesday slio 
remarked that she was going to Tenth 
street to collect some rents, uud would 
then proceed to Pittsburgh. It is pre- 
sumed that she went to bid hor frieuLl, 
Mrs. Merrigon, good-byo before she start- 
ed for tho West. Tho husband of Mrs. 
Merrigon is Lolievod to be guiltless.-— A'',
